Comraittee,  reported,  "Hunger  sits,  at  -the  tatle  thrice  daily  in  hundreds  of 
millions  of  homes  and  the  spectre  of  possible  starvation  haunts  equally 
the  halls  of  government  and  squalid  hovels  in  the  ruins  of  var .-.  .The 
rehabilitation  of  children  cannot,  wait.    It  cannot  "be  postponed  until 
some  other  day,... It  is  not  too  late  to  expand  this  work 'at  once  and  it  is 
imperative  to  prepare  for  its  continuance  -  over  tne  next':  12  months..." 

Here  at  home,  the  April  crop  report  said:

To  do  it,  however,  we  will  have  to  follow  through  fully  on  all-  conservation 
steps...
